procured. This proposal would have only procured
energy efficiency resources if the cost per
kil owatt-hour was | ower than that of the energy
procured and had the potential to provided real
benefits to the consumers and to the environment.
While | will note that the |IPA perhaps
did not fully explain the mechanics and structure of
how this would be acconplished, | believe that the
Comm ssion has the authority to approve such a
procurenment and that the failure of the Comm ssion to
adopt this portion the |IPA Procurement plan is, in ny
view, an error.

A
revision calls for the adoption of the framework
devel oped with input from all stakehol ders. | feel
that the coll aboratively devel oped framework best
bal ances the interest of evaluation risks, accuracy,
and efficiency.

The second concerns a devel opment of a
technical resource manual for Illinois utilities to
hel p define savings parameters for the program \%Y;
revisions advise that the TRM be devel oped
col  aboratively with stakeholder input through the
St akehol der Advisory Group processed at a statew de
| evel and not by the individual utilities. | believe
wor ki ng toward the devel opment of a uniformed
statewide TRM with input from all stakehol ders woul d
produce a better product that will aid the Comm ssion

and conpare results between the utilities prograns on

11
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an appl es-to-appl es basis.

The third concerns the expansion of
Ameren's behavi oral progranms. The Proposed Order
noting that Ameren falls well short of the statutory
savings targets requires a conpliance filing within a
month from the date of our decision with hopes that
incorporating the Orders directly will increase the
projected savings of the programs. However, | feel
t hat nore accurate ideas are needed for Ameren to
achi eve that end. So through this revision | adopt
CUB' s suggestions regarding the expansi on of Anmeren's
behavi oral nodification programto the |evel of
ComEd' s and the devel opment of an RFP process for new
i deas and innovative ways for further savings.

So these are
serious nunmbers and when we | ook at what we grant in
rate cases and how the Comm ssion is derided for
that, when | see a $3.23 charge on my bill for energy
efficiency, | believe that these costs that we are
| oading into these plans are something that bottom
line end up com ng out of ratepayers pocket. So t hat
gave me pause, and as | dialed back and I went to
some ot her arguments that are there with regard to
stipul ations that are not even in this docket and
opponents of those argument | can recall in other
docket was all over the Comm ssion for even | ooking
at a stipul ation. So that made it hard for me to
come to any kind of reasonable place.

| think our ALJ did a wonderful job in

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bal ancing the interest. This is an ongoi ng process.
This is a building process, but these additional
items that have been approved by this Comm ssion
today, | believe, are not in the best interest of the
public. They are not in the best interest of the

consumer and so that is the reason for ny abstention

because | just did not feel that | had really fully
vetted everything and connected the dots. | would
i mgine and | | ook forward to rehearing from any

parties that seek that because | think that we need
to look closer at this and additionally have nore
time with such severe edits as we have seen.
